Elba Parks and 
Recreation received good 
news last Wednesday, 


March 20, as director Greg 
Hanchey was notified the 
rec program had been 
awarded a $30,000 grant. 

Hanchey said he learned 
of a grant opportunity some 
time back made possible by 
a partnership between the 
National Recreation and 
Park Association [NRPA] 
and the Walmart 
Foundation. The joint proj- 
ect between those two enti- 
ties was to increase the 
number of healthy meals 
served to children during 
out-of-school times, pro- 
vide evidence-based nutri- 
tion education to children 
and families and implement 
healthy eating and physical 
activity standards. 

The grant, Increasing 
Access to Healthy Foods in 
Rural Communities, was 


made possible in three 
states - Alabama, 
Louisiana, and New 


Mexico, Hanchey said 10 
rural communities’ were 
selected from each of the 
three states to receive the 
grant. 

“I figured it was a long 
shot to apply for this grant, 
but there definitely was no 
chance if we did not at least 
try,” Hanchey said. ‘So, I 
‘turned all the materials over

Hanchey said he was 
excited for Elba to receive 
this $30,000 grant and it 
would be used with the 
recreation department’s 
summer program for chil- 
dren. He said a really good 
part about this grant is that 
up to 50 percent can be 
used on salaries, while the 
remaining funds can be 
used to purchase equipment 
that will benefit the sum- 
mer program to help meet 
requirements of the grant. 

He said the recreation 
department will utilize a 
portion for salaries for the 
summer program, and the 
remaining funds would be 
used to purchase a commer- 
cial refrigerator, ice 
machine, tables, and a pro- 
jector and screen for the 
recreation department. 

“Beverly did a fantastic 
job in working on this grant 
for us,” Hanchey said. “I 
really want to give her 
credit for all she did. This 
grant will be a huge plus for 
our recreation department 
and our summer program, 
which begins in June, and 
Beverly deserves a big 
thank you for a job well 
done.”

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Elba City Council moves forward 
with property demolition projects

The Elba City Council 
met Monday — evening, 
March 25, for its regular 
bimonthly gathering, and 
opened the meeting with a 
public hearing on three 
properties that had been 
advertised for demolition 
via the city’s public nui- 
sance ordinance. 

The properties had been 
deemed dangerous, and the 
city code enforcement offi- 
cer William Worthington 
said property owners and/or 
other entities with an inter- 
est in the. property had been 
notified and given ample 
time to do something with 
their property to bring it up 
to standards to avoid demo- 
lition through the public 
nuisance ordinance. 

The three properties dis- 
cussed included 941 
Claxton Avenue and 856 
Troy Highway, both of 
which Worthington said are 


owned by Dennis Lawford; 
and 828 First Street, which 
is owned by Linda 
Morrison, 

No person was in atten- 
dance for the public hearing 
to speak on the 941 Claxton 
property nor the 856 Troy 
Highway property; howev- 
er, Morrison was in atten- 
dance to speak on the prop- 
erty at 828 First Street. 

Morrison said she had 
purchased the property a 
few years ago and given it 
to some family members 
with intentions of them fix- 
ing the property up and uti- 
lizing it for a place to live. 
She said she had been 
unaware of the current situ- 
ation of the property until 
recently. 

Morrison said she had 
been notified that the prop- 
erty had not been properly 
taken care of like she had 
hoped, and she was at the

The U.S. House of Representatives bill supporting single- 
payer health insurance (no private health insurance) is 
expected to die a quiet death without ever coming to a 
vote. Opponents cite an awfully high (and no limit) cost to 
the federal budget of such a program. The same can be 
said for the bill called ‘Green New Deal’ championed by 
the noise making socialist Alexandria Ocasio-Cotez of 
New York, the new kid on the block. There are actually 90 
members of the House who are supporting this latter bill, 
but she needs 218 votes for passage just in the House 
before it can even go the Senate. 


The special prosecutor has finally submitted his Trump 
report to the U. S. Attorney General.

While CBD is 
derived from the cannabis 
plant, it does not produce a 
“high” because it is not 
psychoactive. 

In Alabama, medical 
marijuana use is prohibit- 
ed, with the exception of 
products prescribed for 
those enrolled in a UAB 
Department of Neurology 
study (under Carly’s Law) 
or those being treated for a 
chronic or debilitating dis- 
ease or medical condition 
including one that pro- 
duces seizures (under 
Leni’s Law).

“Products labeled as 
CBD oil and/or other 
CBD-rtelated products 
might contain any number 
of substances, and there is 
no assurance they are safe 
to consume as they have 
not been evaluated or 
approved by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration,” 
Dr. Harris said. “Instead of 
helping relieve symptoms, 
using CBD products can 
have side effects that 
include harmful interac- 
tions with other medica- 
tions. If you suspect a 
tainted CBD product has 
caused you to be ill, con- 
tact a poison control center 
and seek medical atten- 
tion.” 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report , Notes 
from the Field: Acute 
Poisonings from a 
Synthetic Cannabinoid 
Sold as Cannabidiol-Utah, 
2017-2018, found that 
counterfeit products 
labeled as CBD resulted in 


adverse reactions in some 
consumers. 

A suspected case was 
defined as the occurrence 
of adverse reactions incon- 
sistent with known CBD 
exposures after ingestion, 
inhalation, or under-the- 
tongue consumption of a 
product labeled as CBD or 
hemp oil. The report on the 
Utah outbreak found that 
acute poisonings occurred 
due to the presence of a 
synthetic cannabinoid that 
was being sold as 
cannabidiol sickened 52 
persons. Five of these 
users making emergency 
department visits associat- 
ed with reported exposure 
to products labeled as 


CBD experienced the fol- 
lowing: 

- Altered mental status 

- Seizures 

- Confusion 

- Loss of consciousness 

- Hallucinations 

Among other cases in 
the study, the most fre- 
quent symptoms experi- 
enced were altered mental 
status, nausea or vomiting, 
and seizures or shaking. 

The public should be 
aware of the possible side 
effects of CBD use, and if 
symptoms arise, contact 
the Regional Poison 
Control Center at 
Children's of Alabama at 
1-800-222-1222 and seek 
medical attention.

Synopsis: Coffee County 
currently does not levy a 
lodging tax. This bill would 
levy a 4% lodging tax in 
Coffee County, provide for 
the collection of the tax and 
the distribution of the pro- 
ceeds from the tax. One- 
half of the proceeds collect- 
ed within the corporate lim- 
its of any town or munici- 
pality would be distributed 
to that town or municipali- 
ty.

TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
to levy a lodging tax; and to 
provide for the collection 
of the tax and the distribu- 
tion of the proceeds from 
the tax. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: 

Section 1. In Coffee 
County, in addition to all 
other taxes imposed by law, 
there is levied a privilege or 
license tax in the amount 
herein prescribed upon 
every person, firm, or cor- 
poration within the county 
engaging in the business of 
renting or furnishing any 
room or rooms, lodging, or 
accommodations to a tran- 
sient in any hotel, motel, 
inn, tourist camp, tourist 
cabin, or any other place in 
which rooms, lodgings, or 
accommodations are regu- 
larly furnished to transients 
for a consideration. The 
amount of the tax shall be 
equal to four percent of the

USDA announces Peanut Referendum 
Voting Period is April 15th - May 3rd 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has 
published a notice in the 
Federal Register announc- 
ing a referendum among 
eligible producers of 
peanuts to determine 
whether they favor continu- 
ance of the Peanut 
Promotion, Research and 
Information Order (Order), 
which authorizes the 
National Peanut Board. 
The referendum will be 
conducted April 15 through 
May 3. USDA will provide 
the option for electronic 
balloting. Further details 
will be stated in the official 
ballot instructions, which 
will be sent by regular U.S.

must show proof of deliv- 
ery by no Jater than 11:59 
p.m. Eastern Time on May 
3. To be eligible to vote in 
this continuance referen- 
dum, persons must have 
produced peanuts and been 
subject to assessments dur- 
ing the representative peri- 
od from June 1, 2017 
through May 31, 2018. 
The referendum agents will 
distribute the ballots and 
voting instructions by U. S. 
mail or through electronic 
means to all known produc- 
ers prior to the first day of 
the voting period. Persons 
who produced peanuts and 
were subject to assessments 
during the representative 
period are eligible to vote. 
Any eligible producer who 
does not receive a ballot 
should contact the referen- 
dum agent as soon as possi- 
ble.
